Teens create local version of 'Spoon River Anthology'

Voices from Lake Villa's past 
spoke from beyond their graves, as 
25 high school and junior high 
school students created their own 
version of Edgar Lee Masters' 
"Spoon River Anthology" at the 
Lake Villa District Library. 

The students' public reading of 
first-person poems about people 
from the late 19th century was the 
culmination of an intensive week- 
long writing workshop conducted 
by playwright Eugene Baldwin. 

Baldwin, who teaches at DePaul 
University and Robert Morris 
College, has been running "writer- 
in-residence" workshops for grades 
4-12 and for adults of all ages for 10 
years. 

While normally, his workshops 
are arranged through the Illinois 
Arts Council, in this case, the library 
approached Baldwin directly. 

Both home schooled students 
and public school students were 



.- 

invited to apply for Uic program, 

which was open to ages 11-17. 

The program was divided into 
two groups, with one meeting in tlie 

morning and the other in the after- 
noon. The 2-hour sessions met for 
each of five days, and on the fifth 
day, following the final session, the 
groups gathered together to pub- 
licly recite the poems written in the 
workshop. 

"I took them through the cre- 
ative process," explained Baldwin. 
The students learned that writing 
begins long before pen meets paper. 

The research phase of the pro- 
ject involved reading Masters' 
poems, as well as reading several 
accounts of the life of Lake Villa aiid 
its past residents. 

When asked "Why the 19th cen- 
tury?" Baldwin said, "You can't 
write about the living. They can talk 
back to you." He noted that most of 
the people best known in Lake Villa 
lived in the early 20th century. 

David 
school 
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vid Boyd, a 15-year-old home 
student, said, "I didn't think 



I'd get Into It." Vie was hesitant at 

first, but became more enthusiastic 

as the project evolved. . 

His poem, as are the others, is 
his fictionalized version of the life of 

a real person from Lake Villa's past. 

He chose to imagine the life of 
Daniel Sherwood, born in 1845, 
and killed in the Civil War. In 
David's poem, he has Sherwood 
speaking from a grave in Angola 
Cemetery. 

The life of Allendale's founder, 
Edward Bradley, got a poetic inter- 
pretation by Amber May, a 17-year- 
old Antioch Community High 
School student. 

. "Deep beneath the snow'/ 
piers/They huddled, shivering..." 
she wrote, describing the homeless 
waifs that Bradley first encountered 
in Chicago streets. 

"I've been writing since I was 
little," she said, noting this is not 
the first writing workshop she 
has attended. The young writer 
would like more of the same— 
but different.

Bob Silhan, director of planning, zoning 
and building, was the petitioner for the 
changes.

Market Day is another service that allows 
for on-line shopping with the added benefit of 
directly supporting local schools. About 6,000 
schools in 16 states participate in the year- 
round program. 



What was started as a neighborhood fresh 
produce cooperative by Trudi Temple to sup- 
port her missionary work in the mid 70s has 
turned into a fund-raising food cooperative 
for schools.

Procedures vary some from school to 
school, but there is generally a window of cou- 
ple of hours in which to pickup orders.

Farmers' markets are increasing in popu- 
larity for their ability to provide locally grown, 
and in many cases, organically grown fruits 
and vegetables. Communities, such as 
Antioch, have brought farmers together to 
meet the needs of residents. 

Prior to the first meeting to organize tire 
farmers' market nearly a year ago, Antioch's 
community development director Glenda 
Sorensen said, "The merchants and residents 
are all excited about the idea of having a farm- 
ers' market here, and we want something that 
will work for our community." The inaugural 
event was held June 14. 

Small-scale farmers' markets are often 
held as part of local craft fairs. Melinda Walker 
of Eberle's Roadside Veggies and Country 
Store, with locations in Antioch and Trevor, 
Wis., said, "We try to grow all of our own fruits 
and vegetables, but if we're not able to, we get 
things from other local farmers." 

She said local farmers work together to 
help everyone to provide a good variety of

"We get things in two or three times a 

week from a few sources," Walker said. "We 
want tilings to be as fresh as possible and we 
want to have a good mix of color and an inter- 
esting variety." 

Prairie Crossing Farm in Grayslake has 11 
acres of land in production of organic vegeta- 
bles. "We have another 90 acres in transition 
that will be all organic," said Teresa Smetzcr, 
who refers to herself as "the farmer's wife." 

"Our lettuce is divine," she said. 
"Herbicides and pesticides cover up the flavor 
of the vegetables. It's really a treat when you 
can taste the full flavor." 

Resident and customer Connie Barhorst 
concurred: "I've been eating a bag of spinach 
for lunch. I just had my third baby and this is 
part of my fitness routine." 

Unique to this farm is that families and 

groups of volunteers help with the harvesting, 
done on Tuesdays and Fridays throughout the 

growing season. 

"Farming really is a great family activity," 
said Smetzer.

"We sell 45 different species of native; 
northern Illinois plants," said Mike Sands, 
environmental team leader for the entire 
Prairie Crossing community. "We can help 
create gardens with native plants that will 
bloom year round." 

Two favorites are the rain garden and the 
butterlly garden. 

Rain gardens are becoming more popular 
for their ability to make good use of rainwater 
runoff, are low maintenance and can grow in a 
variety of conditions (some even in pooled 
water) and provide food and shelter for inter- 
esting birds and beneficial insects (mosquito 
eaters).

T^ he McHenry County Historical Society 
wants to trigger a renewed interest in 
its ongoing Bam Registration Program. 
Since 1 999 the Society has been work- 
ing to document county bams by providing a 
registration form for applicants to fill out and 
return to the Society. The form asks for infor- 
mation on history, dimensions, styling, age, 
construction methods and use of each bam 
submitted. This infomiation is preserved to the 
Historical Society's local history library to be 
made available for research on the county's 
long agricultural past. 
■ While there is no cost to register a bam, 



there is a $5 processing fee for anyone wish- 
ing a numbered framable certificate returned 
to them. Between July of last year and June of 
this year, thirteen new barn registrations 
were submitted to the Society. 

; Barns are disappearing at an alarming 
rate. It may be that documentation will be 
the only record of these remarkable struc- 
tures. For those who are also barn owners, 
the barn registration certificate might be the 
perfect gift.

He's to keep Yahzee 
safe, but if they are in danger of 
capture, he is to "protect the code, 
at all costs." The orders are clear, 
Yahzee must not be taken alive. 

Ben meets Ox Anderson 



(Christian Slater) on Saipan, a 
friendly openhearted guy who has 
the same assignment as Ben. His 
partner is Whitehorse. The four 
men come together, with only 
Enders and Anderson knowing the 
complete truth of the mission. 

What leaps off the screen next 
is relentless, horrifying warfare. 
Sometimes the batde is up close 
with enemies spilling blood in the 
same ditch. Sometimes bodies are 
blown apart in a minefield. 

A strong supporting cast 
rounds out the unit, notably Noah 
Emmerich as Chick, a "good ol' 
boy" Texan, with a racist streak, 
who says he can't tell the Indians 
from the Japanese. His attitude 
was shared by a number of sol- 
diers, which was another reason to 
have the code talkers protected, to 
keep them from what is now called 
"friendly fire." 

John Woo has created a battle 
zone, both within his characters 
and the world outside of mem. 
Bombastic sound and the feel of 
real life make mis an exciting film 
to watch.

His father Dan and family are making sure 
ofit 

It was in 1992 that little John, just before 
he was about to turn three, passed away after 
being paralyzed from the chin down due to a 
severed spinal cord sustained at birth. 

In his honor, father Dan started the John 
Dolan Golf Challenge in efforts to raise money 
in his memory. Hosted by the Merit Club in 
Gumee since its inception, the Dolan Challenge 
has generated over $1 million in gross proceeds 
for the Pediatric Free Care Program and Bill Wlrtz 
Sports Programs at Rehabilitation Institute of 
Chicago. RIC was very instrumental in the treat- 
ment of John Dolan up until his untimely death. 
An Endowment Fund in memory of John was also 
established. 

"You are the reason the event has contin- 
ued and hopefully will continue," Dan Dolan 
told participants during the awards ceremony 
and reception following the event. "The 
money we raise is tremendous. But the real 
issue goes well beyond Uiat. One of our main 
missions is to help promote awareness and 
advocacy— people should be aware of die fact 
that despite someone having a disability, they 
are just as normal as you or I. 

All togetiier, tiiere are over 50 million dis- 
abled Americans, clearly representing the 
largest minority in the country. 

"We want to help people achieve a full and 

successful life after they have suffered a 

tragedy, and that's where raising the money 

comes into play," added Dan Dolan. Dolan 

was also quick to applaud the efforts of Chris 
Pratt, who has served as co-chair since the 
Dolan Challenge started eight years ago. 



And what an event this has turned out to 
be, with four able-bodied golfers paired with 
one disabled golfer. 

The Challenge drew 24 foursomes, or 96 
players. 

Included was Libertyville resident Marty 
Neal, who in 1979, at die age of 15, got his right 
arm caught in a meat grinder, resulting in 
amputation from die elbow down. 

You'd never know it, though, because 
Neal, who pretty much plays golf one-handed, 
fired a very respectable net 86. That was good 
second-place among the disabled golfers. 

"I actually play better because playing 
with one hand has gotten me to slow down my 
swing— my tempo and rhythm are more 
fluid," said Neal, who runs the Pine Tree Pet 
Super Center in Libertyville. 

Gary Hooks of Edgewater, Fla. won the 
Mary Beth Donnelley Spirit Award for having 
the low round (net 70) in the disabled golfer 
division. Donnelley, who passed away two 
years ago, was a fighter and avid golfer. She 
was also die first RIC board member to play in 
die Dolan Challenge, 

The Who's Who crowd at die Merit Club 
also included die likes of Franklin Park's 
Sylvester Flis and Winnetka's Patrick Bryne, 
both Gold Medal winners for the U.S. sled 
hockey team at the 2002 Paralympics in Salt 
Lake City, Utah. Botii had suffered amputa- 
tions to die leg and were treated by RIC as well 
at St. Luke's in Chicago. 

Last year, RIC had over 5,000 patient 
admissions in addition to over 300,000 outpa- 
tient treatments. 

"This is a great event for a great cause," 
said Samantha Caplan, marketing director for 
RIC. "The camaraderie and mutual respect 
that was built out there on the golf course was 
incredible."

Dave Rydin may have been born 140 
years too late. 

Rydin is a Civil War re-enactor, so enamored 
of living the part of a Union or Confederate 
soldier that he's willing to endure the sweat 
and relative hardships of volunteers playing 
19th century soldiers for a weekend. 

Rydin also teaches courses in Civil War re- 
enactment at the College of Lake County, and 
will take part in the 1 1th Annual Civil War Re- 
enactment at Lakewood Forest Preserve on 
Sunday, July 7. 

Soldiers in that terrible era in American 
History, from 1061 to 1865, not only suffered 
the horrific wounds of battle, but lived in 
often oppressive outdoor conditions, endur- 
ing the heat of summer and biting cold of 
winter. 

And in the summer, that meant wearing 
uniforms made of crude cotton and wool, or 
100 percent wool uniforms, in open fields 
during 90 degree weather. 

The resulting stench off men and animals, 
said Rydin, resulted in the phrase "that you 
could often smell the battle coming before 
you could see it." 

The uniforms in the south were made of 
jeans cloth and wool, which felt roughly "like 
wearing a potato sack," said Rydin. In the 
north, where sheep were plentiful and the 
government had more funds, uniforms were 
100 percent wool. 

For re-enactors, who strive to recreate the 
conditions that soldiers lived in 140 years ago, 
authenticity is a mark of pride, and those tak- 
ing shortcuts are not admired by their peers. 

"We have one re-enactor, a major, who 
wears a cotton and polyester blend uni- 
form," said Rydin. "He's a really nice guy, but 
we call him the 'polyester major.' Generally, 
the re-enactors don't care for people who 



dress in polyester." 

Simply meeting the demands of marching 
and even being shot during the war scene re- 
enactments can be exhausting, said Rydin. 

"You can figure that during the weekend 
you'll probably walk between six and 10 miles, 
carrying a rifle weighing 12 or 13 pounds, and 
other equipment." 

Rydin said he drills three tilings into his 
re-enactment students. "I tell them to make 
sure of their shoes, their poncho and canteen. 
Because they'll always be on their feet, and it's

no fun walking miles with blisters. Also, they'll 
be thirsty from the heat and exercise, and we'll 
invariably have rain." . . 

The little boy comes out in every re-enac- 
tor when he is "shot" by enemy musket fire. 
"My guys, especially the young guys, like to 
take great hits. Some of them are very dramat- 
ic and very good. They take some monstrous, 
Hollywood style hits and they try to outdo 
each other. 

"There are some who would rather take a 

great hit than win the battle."

olo Bog State Natural Area deserves to be high on the list of 
"things to do and places to see." That the environmental 
treasure drew only 60,000 visitors last year, about the same 
number of people who will visit the nearby Chain O' Lakes 
for the upcoming long July 4 weekend, says a lot about the tastes of 
Americans. 

Formed 15,000 years ago when the last glacier retreated, the bog 
didn't come to attention until the late 1920s when a Northwestern 
University professor pointed out its ecological importance. Native 
Americans shied away from the bog, located five miles off Route 12 
south of Fox Lake, thinking it beset by evil spirits because plates 
shake. This feature makes the site technically a rare "quaking bog." 
Early settlers shunned the bog because it was unsuitable for fanning 
and considered it a worthless swamp. 

The bog, now considered a priceless natural resource, was vul- 
nerable to development until 1958 when The Nature Conservancy 
bought 47 acres and turned it over to the University of Illinois. 
According to Outdoor Illinois magazine, published by the Illinois 
Dept. of Natural Resources, a developer attempted to get the area 
around the bog zoned for commercial building in 1969, prompting 
the Illinois Attorney General to take legal steps to insure develop- 
ment wouldn't damage the bog. At that time the state formulated 
action to create environmental activities and passive recreation. 
Periodically, the state has added acreage to the natural area and 
buffer. Today Volo Bog is approximately 1,200 acres in size. 

For quiet reflection and communing with nature, Volo Bog is 
ideal for year-around tours for all ages, Girding, astronomy, insect 
safaris, observing the rare bat habitat and listening to stories told by 
park personnel and members of Friends of Volo Bog, a support 
group with 250 members. 

Bogs are common in Wisconsin and Minnesota, but Volo Bog is 
considered the best of Illinois' dozen. The bog becomes a natural 
laboratory when visited by school children. For others, the bog is a 
fascinating place, rich in flora and fauna, with a touch of mystery 
supplied by shaking plants. 
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n the words of Adm. Vern Clark, Chief of Naval Operations, "This

System, opinions vary on school size 






Education professionals and 
elected school board offi- 
cials, the ones not in class- 
rooms, always seem to be 
tweaking the system, changing pro- 
grams, fiddling with the rules. One 
thing they can't seem to agree on is 
what size a high school should be 
or how a high school should be 
organized. 

New Trier Township High on the 
North Shore, usually ranked nation- 
ally when the outstanding U.S. high 
schools are considered, is grappling 
with the notion of a freshmen-only 
campus. The first year with 9th 
graders separated at Northfield has 
concluded and district officials are 
studying whether the system should 
be continued. A majority of faculty 
and staff members like die frosh- 
only structure. Some of the freshmen 
complained they were left out of 
homecoming fun. 

If folks in the affluent district 
can't make up their minds, they 
can look northward. Various high 
school configurations in Lake 
County are available for convenient 
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In communities where growth 
dictates expansion, Grayslake 
(1,661 students), Libertyville (2,658) 
and Antioch (2,018) have opted for 
separate four-year schools with 
smaller enrollments. Stevenson 
(4,000 enrollment) has adopted the 
"big school" concept and will oper- 
ate as a four-year program no mat- 
ter how large enrollment gets. 
Warren (2,998) expanded facilities 
to accommodate a larger student 
body and decided upon the two- 
campus system, one freshmen- 
sophomore, one junior-senior. 

As we understand it, "big 
school" proponents equate size 
with excellence — winning sports 
programs, big orchestras, extensive 
libraries, college-like laboratories. 



Smaller high schools, so the theory 
goes, invite more participation in 
extra-curricular activities and 
encourage a friendlier, low-key 
atmosphere. The goal of academic 
excellence is a given no matter the 
size. It's the "extras" that vary with 
the size of the high school. 

Years ago, Waukegan and Lake 
Forest scrubbed separate high 
schools, but that was mainly 
brought on by shrinking enroll- 
ments. 

Although he manages a high 
school that is big and getting big- 
ger, Dr. Robert A. McKanna, super- 
intendent of Warren Township's 
two-campus high school, says his 
idea of an ideal high school enroll- 
ment is 700 to 800 students, large 
enough to conduct quality pro- 
grams, but small enough to man- 
age and a size where no student is 
left out or overlooked. 

Carmel High School, a Catholic 
institution serving all of Lake 
County, has maintained a relatively 
stable enrollment of about 1,300 
students for nearly 20 years. 
Demand for freshmen year enroll- 
ment always exceeds available 
space. School size-at the private 
school is determined by tuition and 
fees which is a consideration public 
schools don't have. 



Big box replies 

Judging from a survey of 
Chamber of Commerce members, 
not all Antioch business operators 
are aghast at the prospect of Wal- 
Mart coming to town. On a ques- 
tion of the impact of big box stores, 
51 percent of respondents regis- 
tered negative. But 48 percent were 
in the good, very good or fair cate- 
gory. Seventy-four percent replied 
favorably about the big boxes. 
Regarding the favorable attribute of 
big box stores, 64 percent noted tax 
gain and convenience. More infor- 
mation was sought by 61 percent of 
those who responded.

Macfadden felt that vegetarianism, fast- 
ing and exercise (mainly with dumbbells 
before an open window) would cure any- 
thing. 

Following that regimen himself, he pre- 
dicted he would live to be 120. When he was 
81 he parachuted from a plane dressed only 
in his red flannel underwear. 

He married for the third time when he 
was 80. His bride was 42. The happy couple 
and their guests drank carrot juice. 

Macfadden would give speeches while 
standing on his head. He believed that 
improved the circulation. 

Macfadden died in 1955 at the age of 87. 
He was 33 years short of his goal but still had 
reached a more than respectable old age. 

These were some of the instructions he 
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gave his followers: 

"7 a.m.— Wake up. Stretch. 15 minutes 
exercise. Deep breathing at an open window. 
Soak in cold tub. Stay nude as long as possi- 
ble. 

"8 a.m.— No breakfast. Glass of cool 

water. Walk to work. Identify the birds. Start 

day cheerfully. 

"10 a.m.— Glass of milk or water. Never 

use ice. ; 

"Noon —First meal, eat slowly. Count 

150 chews per mouthful. Don't drink at 
meals. Exercise teeth on tough sour bread. 
Prevents tooth decay. 

"Noon to 5 p.m.— Refuse to be rushed. 

Maintain cheerful mind. 

"5 to 6 p.m.— End of work. Five-mile 
walk with deep breathing. Rest before din- 
ner. Count chews. 

"8 to 10 p.m.— Don't work evenings. 
Have harmless time. A few nuts or grapes. 

" 10 p.m— Open windows wide. Let body 



breathe nude. Exercise until tired. Go to 

bed." 

Folks have been trying to shoo away the 

aging albatross at least since the 16th centu- 
ry when the Spanish explorer Ponce de Leon 
discovered Florida. Legend has it he was 
searching for a spring whose waters had the 
power of restoring youth (the Fountain of 

Youth). 

Anti-aging is an exploding industry as 
Americans buy youth hormone treatments, 
megavitamin cocktails, herbal elixirs and pay 
$2,000 to visit longevity clinics. But those 
who claim they can stop or reverse the aging 
process are lying to you, say the mainstream 
scientists in the AARP Bulletin. , 

They are enthusiastic about ongoing 
research in genetic engineering, stem cells, 
geriatric medicine and therapeutic drugs. 
"But," they caution, "we just haven't gotten 

there yet." 

Most likely, aging is due to cumulative 
damage to tissues that surpasses the body's 
ability to repair them, eventually wearing 
down essential organs and systems. The 
damage leads to the well-known signs of 
aging: loss of muscle and bone, impaired 
hearing and vision, and greater susceptibility 
to disease. 

There's a saying: "Old age is not for 

sissies."

For example, 
property that has been zoned "commercial" 
by a city probably never had anticipated that 
such property would some day be developed 
by a mega-retailer that would, overnight, 
change the character of a community. You can 
imagine how such large developments can 
cause a domino effect, causing infrastructure, 
traffic, overcrowding, and other problems. 
- Too many municipal policy makers look 
only at the sales tax "carrot" that a large 
development lures to the area. They never 
look at the inherent problems it brings. They 
never seem to imagine that the people they 
represent like their community to stay as 



near to what it is. People recognize that there 
will always be change, but they don't sup- 
port drastic changes which disrupt their 
community values. 

Do we need mini-malls at every intersec- 
tion? Do we have to approve large malls hav- 
ing one or two large anchor stores, and then 
live with vacant stores when those corporate 
eiants decide they want to move out to 
become "free-standing stores away from 
malls? Must we allow them to stand behind 
their property rights when they want to 
locate and build, but run away and hide 
leaving their property vacant for us to stare 
at for years? What do those eyesores do to 
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our community values? 

If anything, people have not been assertive 
enough to voice their concerns about "their 
backyards." Too often, they leave the decisions 
up to the people elected to represent them, 
even when they sense that a hurtful decision is 
being foisted on them. Their answer is usually, 
"you can't beat city hall." 

You can beat potentially bad decisions. 
You must band together. You must be force- 
ful. Don't be timid. After all, it is your way of 
life that you are protecting. 

Don't allow developers who live a zillion 
miles from your "backyard" to take it away 
from you.

The second thing I would do is to call and 
apologize to the family members, assuming 
you haven't done that already. Most people 
understand mat kids do say anything and :

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People with heart disease who responded 
to a survey saying that they were limited by 
their symptoms and had a poor quality of life 
were more likely to suffer a heart attack or 
die, according to a report in today's rapid 
access Circulation: Journal of the American 
Heart Association. 

Physical functioning (the ability to per- . 
form routine tasks), severity of symptoms and 
quality of life, are measures that scientists 
have often considered "soft" data, says the 
study's lead author John A. Spertus, M.D., 
M.P.H., an associate professor at the 
University of Missouri, Kansas City, and 
director of outcomes research at the Mid 
America Heart Institute. "This study shows 
that these measurements are not as 'soft' as ■ 
one might think and they are associated with 
'hard' end points, including hospitalization 
and death." Spertus developed an instrument 
called the Seattle Angina Questionnaire (SAQ) 
to measure heart disease patients' percep- 
tions of their quality of life. The SAQ is a 19- 
question survey that asks heart disease 
patients to what degree angina (chest pain) 
limits their physical activity; how often they 
have angina, and how it affects their quality 
of life. Patients' responses are scored on a 
scale of to 100. Higher scores indicate less 
physical limitation, less angina and better 
quality of life. This is the first study to use a 
disease-specific questionnaire to predict 
death and heart attack rates in patients with 
coronary artery disease, says Spertus. 

"We spend a lot of time in medicine 
doing tests to figure out who is at the highest 
risk so we can be more aggressive in treating 
those patients. Here's a simple question- 
naire that could be used for a similar pur- 
pose. "It is much easier to administer than a 
nuclear stress test, which can cost $1500 to 
$1800, and is best interpreted by highly expe- 
rienced cardiologists. 

"I wouldn't recommend it in lieu of other 
tests, but it is not practical to give patients a 
nuclear stress test every month. However, 
filling out this questionnaire every month or 



every three months is a very cost-effective 
way to monitor patients' health." 

In an accompanying editorial, John S. 
Rumsfeld, M.D., Ph.D., director of cardiology 
and health sciences research, Denver 
Veterans Affairs Medical Center, Denver, 
Colo., says that it is becoming increasingly 
important for physicians to deliver rhore 
patient-centered care and this study speaks 
to that need. 

Patients with scores from 25 to 49 were 
twice as likely to die within a year from heart 
disease as those who scored their symptoms 
as "minimal" (75 to 100).

ROUND LAKE AREA PARK DISTRICT 
WHEREAS, the State of Illinois has enacted the Prevailing Wage Act, approved 
June 26. 1 941 , as amended, being 820 ILCS 1 30/0.01 through 1 30/1 2 (the "Act"); and 
WHEREAS, the Act requires that during the month of June of each calendar year 
the Board of Commissioners of the Round Lake Area Park District Investigate and 
ascertain the prevailing rate of wages, as defined in said Act, in the "locality" of the 
Park District for laborers, mechanics and other workers performing construction of 
public works for the Park District. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED by the Board of Commissioners of the 
Round Lake Area Park District, Lake County, Illinois, as follows: 

Soctlon 1: To the extent and as required by the Act, the general prevailing rate of 
wages in this locality for laborers, mechanics and other workers engaged in the con- 
struction of public works coming under the Jurisdiction of the Park District Is hereby 
ascertained to be the same as the prevailing rate of wages for construction work in 
Lake County as determined by the Department of Labor of the State of Illinois (the 
"Department") as of June 1 , 2002, a copy of that determination being attached here- 
to and incorporated herein by reference. As required by said Act, any and all revisions 
of the prevailing rate of wages by the Department shall supersede the Department's 
June determination and apply to any and all public works construction undertaken by 
the Village. The definition of any terms appearing in this Ordinance which are also 
used in the Act shall be the same as the definitions specified In the Act. 

ficctlon 2.: Nothing herein is intended to apply or shall be construed to apply said 
prevailing rate of wages as herein ascertained to any work or employment performed 
on behalf of this Village except public works construction to the extent required by the 

Act. 

Soctlon 3: The Park District Secretary shall publicly post or keep available for 
inspection by any interested party in the park district office this determination of pre- 
vailing rate of wages. A copy of this determination or of the current revised determi- 
nation of prevailing rate of wages then in elfect shall be attached to all contract spec- 
ifications. 

Section 4: The Park District Secretary shall promptly file a certified copy of this 

Ordinance with the Secretary of State of Illinois in Springfield. 

Section 5: Within thirty (30) days after filing a certified copy of this Ordinance with 
the Secretary of State, the Park District Secretary shall cause to be published In a 
newspaper of general circulation within the area a notice that this determination is 
elfective and constitutes the determination of this public body. 

SECTION 6: The Park District Secretary shall mail a copy of this Ordinance to any 
employer, to any association of employers, and to any person or association of 
employees, who have filed their names and addresses requesting copies of any 
determination stating the particular rates and the particular class of workers whose 

wages will be affected by such rates. 

SECTION 7: If any section, paragraph, clause, or provision of this Ordinance shall 
be held Invalid, the invalidity thereof shall not alfect any of the other provisions of this 

Ordinance. 
SECTION 8: All Ordinances in conflict herewith are hereby repealed to the extent

WHEREAS, the Fox Lake Public Library District, Lake and McHenry Counties, 
Illinois, is a public library district organized pursuant to 75 ILCS 16/11-1 elsejj., the 
Illinois Public Library District Act; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of Library Trustees of the Fox Lake Public Library District is 
the corporate authority of said public library district, pursuant to statutory authority set 
forth In Sec. 16/30-35 of the aforesaid statute; and 

WHEREAS, Section 16/35-5(b) of the aforesaid act provides that the corporate 
authority may levy an additional tax of .02 percent of the value of all the taxable prop- 
erty in the district, as equalized or assessed, for the purchase of sites and buildings, 
for the construction and equipment of buildings, for the rental of buildings required for 
library purposes, and for maintenance, repairs, and alterations of library buildings and 

equipment; and 

WHEREAS, this Board hereby deems it in the best interest of and of the greatest 
benefit to the public library district and the electors thereof and the residents of said 
public library district that such revenue be made available for the aforesaid designat- 
ed purposes, as set forth by said law; * 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED by the Board of Library Trustees of the Fox 
Lake Public Library District, Lake and McHenry Counties, Illinois, that: 

Section 1. The Board hereby determines to levy for 2002-2003 an additional tax not 
to exceed a tax rate of .02 percent of the value of all the taxable property in the 
District, as equalized or assessed by the Department of Revenue, for the purchase of 
sites and buildings, for the construction and equipment of buildings, for the rental of 
buildings required for library purposes, and for maintenance, repairs, and alterations 
of library buildings and equipment, pursuant to 75 ILCS 16/35-5 and for such other 
purposes set forth in the aforesaid statute. 

Section 2. Within 15 days after its adoption, this Ordinance shall be published at 
least once in one or more dally or weekly newspapers published or circulated in the 
District, or otherwise posted in accordance with law, and also the "Public Notice" 
attached hereto as "Annex A" hereof, shall be Included with such publication or post- 
ing. 

Section 3. If, within the thirty (30) day period after publication of this ordinance, a 
petition is filed In accordance with law, signed by electors in the District equal in num- 
ber to ten (10) percent or more of the total number of registered voters in the district, 
asking that the question of levying such a .02 percent tax be submitted to the elec- 
tors of the District, the question shall bo submitted at the next applicable election, or 
at any special election called In accordance with law. Said election shall be conduct- 
ed in all particulars as set forth by statutes. 

Section 4. If no petition is filed in accordance with law, this District shall then be 
authorized to levy the tax, and the tax levy ordinance for the forthcoming fiscal year 
may contain a direction to the County Clerk of the County or Counties within which 
the District lies to levy such additional tax. 

Section 5. This ordinance shall be In full force and effect from and after its passage, 
approval, and publication according to law, and any resolutions or ordinances In con- 
flict herewith are hereby repealed; and should any part of this ordinance bo adjudged 
invalid or unconstitutional, such adjudication shall affect only that part of this act 
specifically covered thereby, which shall be severable therefrom, and shall not affect 
any other provisions or parts of this act.

Purpose 

This is the annual water quality (or "consumer confidence") report that you will be receiv- 
ing. Each year the Village will issue a report of this type to provide information about the 
quality of our drinking water as well as details on the source of our water, how it is treated, 
and what it contains. The reports are being Issued in compliance with the requirements of 
the Safe Drinking Water Act and are also intended to demonstrate the Village's commitment 
to providing a safe and reliable supply of drinking water for our residents. 
Background 

Since 1992 the Village has purchased water from the Central Lake County Joint Action 
Water Agency (CLCJAWA). CLCJAWA is an intergovernmental cooperative, formed by the 
communities it serves: Grayslake, Gurnee, Lake Bluff, Libertyville, Mundelein, Round Lake, 
Round Lake Beach, Round Lake Heights, Round Lake Park, and the County of Lake rep- 
resenting the unincorporated areas of Knollwood/Roundout and Wildwood and the Village 
of Vernon Hills. CLCJAWA operates a water treatment facility which was designed using the 
best available technologies to ensure that water treated by CLCJAWA will meet all regula- 
tory and quality standards now and for the foreseeable future. 
The Water Treat men t Process 
Water treated by CLCJAWA at the Paul M. Neal Water Treatment Facility in Lake Bluff is 
pumped from Lake Michigan and then undergoes a treatment process designed to assure 
constant contaminant removal and production of clean, safe drinking water that is also aes- 
thetically pleasing. There are two features of the treatment process, which provide unique 
capabilities. First, water from Lake Michigan goes through a primary disinfecting step using 
ozone, which has been found to be highly effective in removing contaminant's and in deac- 
tivating disease-causing pathogens. And, finally, the treated water passes through filters of 
granular activated carbon, which remove any remaining contaminates and particles from 
the water and has also proven to be proficient in eliminating problems sometimes encoun-

Water Quality 

Drinking water, Including bottlod water, may reasonably be expected to contain at 
least small amounts of some contaminants. The presence of contaminants does not 
necessarily indicate that water poses a health risk. More information about contaminants 
and potential health effects can be obtained by calling the US Environmental Protection 
Agency's (USEPA) Safe Drinking Water Hotline at 1 -800-426-4791 . 

To ensure that tap water is safe to drink, the Environmental Protection Agency pre- 
scribes limits on the amount of certain contaminants in water provided by public water sys- 
tems. The Food and Drug Administration (FDA) imposes fewer restrictions for contaminants 
in bottled water, which must provide the same protection for public health. 

Our tap water quality is consistently monitored by the Village, by the Illinois 
Environmental Protection Agency (IEPA), in the CLCJAWA Water Quality Lab, and by sev- 
eral other "third party" labs. This aggressive water quality assurance program is unmatched: 
bacteriological tests are conducted much more often than required, water clarity monitored 
every second, and over 360 contaminants are monitored on a routine basis. 

Water quality is judged by comparing our water to USEPA benchmarks for water qual- 
ity. One such benchmark is called the Maximum Contaminant Level Goal (MCLG). The 
MCLG is the level of a contaminant in drinking water below which there is no known or 
expected risk lo health. This goal allows for a margin of safety. Another benchmark is a 
Maximum Contaminant Level (MCL). An MCL is the highest level of a contaminant that is 
allowed in drinking water. An MCL is set as close to an MCLG as feasible using the best 
available treatment technology.

There is qq detectable lead or copper in the water that CLCJAWA provides to each com- 
munity. Some homes with old lead service lines, lead plumbing,, or lead solder, may have 
lead and copper in their water. To minimize this contamination, the Illinois EPA requires 
phosphate addition to our water in very low quantities of 0.3 ppm orthophosphate. This 
commonly used food ingredient coats the inside ol your plumbing with a thin film. The film 
reduces the level of lead that may enter your water. 
Sodium: 

There is no state ol federal MCL for sodium. Monitoring is required to provide information 
to consumers in case you are concerned about sodium intake due to dietary precautions. 
If the sodium level in our water was greater than 20 ppm, and you were on sodium restrict- 
ed diet, you would be advised to consult a physician. 
Turbidity: 

Turbidity is a measure of the cloudiness of the wator. CLCJAWA monitors it because it is a 
good indicator of water quality and the effectiveness of their filtration and disinfection sys- 
tems. Turbidity is monitored every six seconds by instruments and every four hours in the 
lab. 









Additional Contaminant Monitoring 

Our system also monitors for substances in water for which no standards have been set or 
for contaminants for which we are not required to monitor. We take the initiative to check 
our water for things that concern the public and the scientific community. In 1999, this addi- 
tional testing included among numerous other things, asbestos. No asbestos was detected 
in the water entering the CLCJAWA water treatment plant. 
Contamination Sourcos In Drink Wator 

Our tap water comes from Lake Michigan, a surface water source. With a depth of 900 feet, 
Lake Michigan is the largest lake in the United States, formed as glaciers retreated north 
during the last ice age. The Great Lakes contain approximately 20% of the fresh water on 
Earth's surface. More water evaporates olf of Lake Michigan each minute than CLCJAWA 
pumps in an entire day. Since the United States and Canada formed the Great Lakes Water 
Quality Agreement in 1972, Great Lakes water quality has steadily Improved. The Illinois 
EPA will complete a source water assessment of Lake Michigan by May 2003. As the infor- 
mation becomes available it will bo incorporated In future water quality reports. 

Both tap and bottled water come from rivers, lake, streams, ponds, reservoirs, springs, 
and wells. As water travels over the surface of land or through the ground, it dissolves nat- 
urally occurring materials and can pick up substances resulting from the presence of ani- 
mal or human activity. Contaminants that may be present in untreated water include: 
• Microbial contaminants such as viruses and bacteria can be naturally occurring or may 
come from sewage treatment plants, septic systems, and livestock operations. 






• Inorganic contaminants such as salts and metals can be naturally occurring or result from 
urban storm water runoff, wastewater discharges, oil and gas production, mining, or farm- 
ing. 

• Pesticides and herbicides come from sources such as agricultural and residential storm 
water runoff. 

• Organic chemical contaminants including synthetic and volatile organic compounds are 
by-products of industrial processes and petroleum production but can also come from gas 
stations, urban storm water runoff and septic systems. 

• Radioactive contaminants can be naturally occurring or be the result of oil, gas, and min- 
ing activities. 

Immunocompromised Persons 

Some people may be more vulnerable to contaminants in drinking water than the general 
population. Immuno-compromised persons such as persons with cancer undergoing 
chemotherapy, persons who have undergone organ transplants, people with HIV/AIDS or 
other immune system disorders, some elderly, and infants can be particularly at risk from 
infections.

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Demonstrate the RIGHT Attitude to Future 
Employers By Scott T. Fleiscbmann 

Last week In this column I explained why many employers 
regard values] charaeter. and attitudes as more important 
than skills. I also identified some or the attitudes that are 
most important to recruiters and hiring managers.Tliis week 
we will explore how to demonstrate your positive attitudes 

to a future employer. 
Most candidates have been trained to focus only on skills 
when applying for a job. Learning to discuss attitudes with 
future employers can be uncomfortable. Here are some 
steps to start that process: 

• Distinguish Important Values - Write down the values 
that arc important to you. Every Item you list effects your 
attitudes, so the more you list the more information you will 
have to share with a possible future employer. 

• Describe Attitudes - Values influence attitudes and 
every attitude is viewed as positive by some and as negative 
by others. A person who believes that family Is important Is 
more sensitive to those with families but may not be as sen- 
sitive to others. Someone who believes that diversity Is 
important may be sensitive to many segments of society but 
may offend some that have strong specific beliefs. Those 
who value honesty will be more honest, but if not done tact- 
fully, that honesty may offend others. List the positive per- 
ceptions lit one column and the negative perceptions in 

another. • 

• Develop a Plan- Create an approach to tell others about 
these good attitudes. You want to share data as early in the 
process as possiblc.Although including them In the resume 
is often awkward, the language that you use will tell a future 
employer much about your attitudes. You may lie able to 
include some of the attitudes in the cover letter. Examples 
lncludc::"My analytical nature and calm demeanor allow me 
to lead others In times of stress," "In my last performance 
evaluation I was told that my strong interpersonal skills con- 
tributed to teamwork," or "Several co-workers recently rec- 
ognized my contributions to a project in a sister depart- 
ment." 

Look for opportunities to share your positive attitudes in 
the interviewing process. When giving Illustrations that 
demonstrate your skills also mention the attitudes that con- 
tributed to the accomplishment. For example:"my past pro- 
ject management experience was a key factor in completing 
the XYZ project on time and within the budget constraints. 
The people who worked on the project were diligent, sup- 
portive and goal oriented. I believe that teamwork is impor- 
tant. We functioned as a team on this project." 

• Decide to Implement - You now have all of the needed 
information and a plan to share that data.The last step Is to 
start sharing with future employers. 

The four Ds for sharing your attitudes and values with 
future employers is a process that has worked for me and for 
many of my friends. Give it a try and future employers will 
be more likely to select you as the best person to fill that 

important opening.

A m You didn't mention what your response was to the people 
■ who confronted you. Were they aware of the actual situation 
or merely talking to you in general that they have noticed an atti- 
tude problem. Did they talk to the other person involved? Did you 
become defensive or point fingers or did you remain calm and take 
it all in? Did they have you sign something outlining this warning? 
Whether or not you received a written warning that you had to sign 
or a verbal one, your company is giving you a heads up that they 
mean business. Obviously whatever the issue is that the two of you 
may have, it needs to be worked out. or one or both of you are going 
to possibly find yourselves unemployed. In your letter you stated 
that you work together as a project team. Team is the key to this. A 
team needs to perform like a well oiled chain. If a link fails in some 
way, then the chain fails. JIUs disruption among your team is caus- 
ing more than just a kink in the chain. Whatever or whoever the 
problem stems from, needs to be dell with now. 1 would make an 
effort to approach the person and see if there is a time that you can 
sit down and calmly talk through this. If you caift come to .some 
agreement and be civil to one another for 8 hours a day, then per- 
haps one of you should apply for a transferor find another place of 
employment bore the decision is made for you.
